YEW Won t Budge 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Gerald Ford has been President 
less than two weeks, but he apparently likes it enough that he 
intends to run for a full term in 1976.

Feminists accused the U.N.- 
sponsored World Population

bias

drafting plans to limit the 
earth’s inhabitants. 
Author Betty Friedan said

Nations 
organized the conference 
“ over the prone body of 
woman.” Writer Germaine 
Greer said the delegates 
treated women as mere baby 
factories. 
A group of delegates at the 
149-country 
meeting

troduced an amendment to 
the draft action plan calling 
for the integration of women 
in

economic 
development programs. 
“ It would take more than 
150 words to alter the whole 
bias of the plan of action, but 
it was more than any of us 
could do to sit silent and let 
such a plan be accepted,” 
said Ms. Greer, author of the 
“ Female Eunuch.”

education, employment and 
political participation on an 
equal basis with men. 
“ The failure of the plan to 
recognize that if women are

comprehensible,” Ms. Greer 
said. 
Ms. Friedan, author of 
“ The Feminine Mystique,” 
joined other feminists 
in 
complaining that the con­ 
ference's population control 
plan made only cursory 
mention of women. 
Anthropologist 
Margaret 
Mead, 
a 
conference 
delegate, 
advised 
the 
women, however, to work 
through official channels 
and cautioned them against 
making population control a 
feminist issue. 
Delegates said Romanian 
authorities were worried 
about the possibility of some 
militant feminists staging 
disruptive demonstrations at 
the conference to draw at­ 
tention to their case. 
A few official delegations, 
including the United States, 
have come out in favor of 
amending the plan to pay 
greater attention to the role 
of women.

(UPI) - A 
person is quick to prosecute 
if someone steals his car. 
breaks into his store or 
assaults him, but he is less 
likely to respond so quickly 
against 
bookies 
and 
prostitutes. 
Therein lies the key to the 
success of organized crime, 
say veteran police officials 
who are sworn to uphold 
laws many ordinary citizens 
care little about. 
Pat 
Ganaway, 
former 
Dallas police official who 
now helps the Governor’s 
Criminal Justice Council 
dispense federal funds to 
fight crime, pointed out that 
the so-called 
victimless 
crime is the perfect money 
source 
from 
racketeers 
because of acquiescence on 
the part of people who may 
otherwise 
be 
strong 
champions of law and order. 
“The victim is ready to 
prosecute a thief or a killer 
because h e’s angry and 
wants to see the guilty party 
punished,” Ganaway said. 
“But it’s a different situation 
if the offense which has been 
committed is a bet he placed 
with a local bookie, or 
paying some party girl to 
entertain his out-of-town 
business associate, or the 
purchase of some drug he 
has to obtain illegally. 
“ He doesn’t believe he 
should prosecute the people 
who provided those goods 
and services that are illegal. 
He can’t understand who the 
$10 bet he placed with a 
bookmaker 
is 
of 
significance, because he’s 
not aware that every year 
millions of dollars go into the 
syndicate pipeline from that 
type of operation. 
“ He doesn’t really com­ 
prehend, of course, that all 
of these activities are the 
bankroll 
of 
organized 
crime.” 
Police have ample proof 
that victimless crime can 
lead to other offenses which 
do involve great harm to a 
victim. 
Prostitution, for example, 
is linked directly to nar­ 
cotics, auto 
theft, 
stolen 
goods, armed robbery and a 
host of other crimes. 
A 
metropolitan 
police 
chief said that prostitutes 
themselves are involved in 
shoplifting and drugs in a big 
way. 
Bookmaking is difficult to 
contain because too many 
people look upon it as har­ 
mless. In the words of Lt. 
Wayne B. Posen, who heads 
the Greater 
Dallas 
Area 
Organized 
Crime 
Task 
Force: 
“ I t’s 
hard 
to 
determine how to protect 
yourself from the crime of 
bookmaking when many 
people don’t want to be pro­ 
tected.” 
There may be a light at the 
end of the tunnel. Posey re­ 
ported that Dallas police are 


gaining increased support 
from citizens in reporting 
bookie operations. But there 
is still great reluctance on 
the part of many to get 
themselves involved. 
“ Maybe they would like to 
report 
bookies and see 
something done about them, 
but they don’t want to be a 
witness,” Posey said. 
“What more people need 
to know is that if they will 
tell us the phone numbers or 
addresses of bookmakers, it 
is then up to us to prove the 


activity is taking place. Our 
i n f o r m a n t s 
r e m a i n 
anonymous. We don’t go to 
court and tell the jury ‘Joe 
Doe told us this.’ The courts 
have allowed us to protect 
the identity of our informers 
as long as we actually make 
a case ourselves. 
“ lf the people realize ti is 
and cooperate more with the 
police, I think it would be 
possible to show the public 
what can be done in this area 
and 
bring 
to light 
tho 
seriousness of this crime.”
